About two hundred gune are in position, chalns
are pleesd acrons the river, and torpedoes are
planted nenr it.

THE PARAGUAYAN DEVENSEZ,

Acroes the river Parana there are two ferrles,
or fords, where the banks of the river are prac-
ticable for teams, These are Paso da Patria
and Prso de los Bueyes, At the former the
Paraguayane are strongly fortifylng aud prepar
ing well to dispute the pass. As the other pass
is vnfortified 1t in Hkely that President Mitre will
choose this one when he i8 ready, Ho bas
ordersd the preparation of three hundred canoes,
to hold twenty men cach, for crossing, By soch
means the Parnguayans oiton come over at night
and stenl cuttle and recénnoitre,

General Floree, of Urnguay, is guarding the
Paso dn Patrle with DBrazillan troeps; General
Caceres, of Cormentes, s nt the olty ulr Corrien-
teg, commandmg Argentines: General Pannero
is with the commanderdn-chief, two and a half
leagues from the city of Corrientas,

PARAOUAYAN ATTACK BREPULEED,

The most tmportant plece of news by this
pleamer is that the Puraguayans lave mgain
croased over nt the 'asso da Patria and attacked
the cavalry sintiontd there under command of
General Caceres, The enemy at tirst numbered
one thousand men, but having been reinforced
by five hundred more, compriging artiilery and
cavalry, they sitackod Caceres' hrave tollowers,
but were driven back in disorder to the moun-
tning which abound 1 that section.

A REIGN OF TRRROR IN PARAGUAY,

The Inst conscription of Paraquay had added
80 many old men and boys to the ariny 0 to 1n-
duce the belief that, a8 to men, Lopez ix limited,
Heveral prizonerd, long luearcerated, have died,
it s said, of poison. ‘Mun,v women are held in
prison for polilical oflenses, such ag expressing
opinions averse to the Paraguayan Government,
In short, Lopez hus instituted a reign of lerror
thnt 1s too severe to lnst long,

GENERAL URUUIZA'S POROES,

of Enlre Rios, have agnin dispersed in large
numpers. General Mitre has written to him to
gend om to hesdguarters all the troops ready for
ihe tiela, nnd4d punish the delinquents, Already
large numbess 'of officers and men are upplf'inz
to Genersl Urqulza for pardons, Nine have
nlready beem shot for mutiny er desertion.

BCARCITY OF FROVISIONS AMONG THE ALLIES,

The fact that the Paraguaysns, in their one
hundred and ninely-two days’ invasion, swept
away every cow and sheep In Corrientes, makes
supplies of meat for the army scarce and dear,
A tew days ago [ saw elx very splendidly got up
ambulances ready for the ®emy, labelled Inlarge
letters, “Arzentine Hanitary Commirsion A
recent fair lor that eociety here—the firat of the
kind ever held—yield«d $20,000 in silver. .

The Allied fleet is made up chiefly of Brazilian
veggele,  Four or five of the sixteen vesseis are
Argeutine. Uragnuy has none al present; but
ghe has just bought three fine gunboats from Lhe
United States, which, nnder the South American
wames of Yatay, Viguante, and Uruguay, will
soon join the fleet, 'The Brazillan fronwlad
Tamandare has suceceded in getting above Cor-
rientes, She is greatly relied on in the pro-
jected assault on Humaita, The Brazilian
monitor is also there,

A Brazilian steam transport was wrecked last
week on the Rlo Grande coast;, while conveying
froops to the seal of war.  There were on board
560 men, of whom two officers and five soldiers
perls‘hcd'. X

As to the state of feeling here, no one ex-
proéses any doubt as to the issue. Lopes must
1all, und goon. Every confidence is exprossed
in our chiel officers; thus tar they have stoadily
progressed towards the subjugation of the Pa-
ragnayan hordd®. The diseipline of the army 18
strigter than ever was known amoug Argentine
troops, nnd they fight with great bravery and
dotniminstion.
